Construction of the line which 
furnishes

Littlestown, 
a 
three-inch high pressure main, was 
begun at Two Taverns, where it 
connects with a trans-state line, on 
May 24, and was completed on June 
IO. 
May ll, the gas company be­ 
gan laying two and three-inch low- 
pressure m ains throughout L ittles­ 
town. and completed th at work this 
week. 
24.400 Feet Of Pipe 
T he line from Two Taverns to 
Littlestown required 24 400 feet of 
three-inch m ain and in the borough 
lim its 45 OOO feet of two and three- 
inch m ains were laid. 
Between the 
two Jobs 162 men were employed, 
w ith an estim ated cost of m aterial 
and labor of $25,000. 
The natural gas which will sup­ 
ply 
Littlestown 
comes 
from 
gas 
wells in western Pennsylvania and 
W est Virginia.

Even were w eather conditions fa­ 
vorable, a search for M attern would 
be comparable to looking for the 
proverbial needle in th e hay stack-— 
he might be anyw here within an 
area of thousands of square miles 
of sparsely inhabited land, isolated 
by lack of speery communication 
with the outside world. 
The flier’s fuel supply would have 
been exhausted at 9:30 p. rn., Phila­ 
delphia time, last n ig h t had he re­ 
mained ii) the air, b u t Nomeites be­ 
lieved he had come dow n somewhere 
many hours before th a t. 
While the perils w hich faced him 
on the 2,500-mile flight over desolate 
land 
and 
inhospitable 
sea 
wferc 
great, it was believed here th a t his 
chances of survival w*ere at least 
even. 
Numerous sm all 
settlem ents of 
natives and traders are scattered 
along the Bering sea rim . 
If Mat- 
tern ’s plane was dam aged in land­ 
ing, it m ight be weeks before he 
would be able to reach a place where 
he could send out w’ord, even with 
cc-operation of natives.

O 
UR national sense of hum or perm its us to poke fun a t any­ 
thing, even at our m ost highly regarded institutions. 
We 
love wise-cracks a t the expense of our best friends. 
We laugh 
out loud when George B ernard Shaw tells us th at all A m ericans 
are boobs. 
We get a great kick reading those hum orous m aga­ 
zines w hich m ake fun of certain types of advertising, although 
we know th a t advertising perform s an indispensable service. 
It 
is all good-natured. 
B ut it is different when our critics get serious. We object to 
accusations based on ignorance or prejudice. Most of us resent 
being told th a t we are silly for being influenced by advertising, 
for we know th a t this sam e influence has led us to the enjoym ent 
of m any things which m ake life better. 
One objection often m ade by gloomy critics is th a t advertising 
m akes people buy things they don’t need. As if advertising could 
possibly force anyone to buy! 
Anyway, who is com petent to judge 
w hat people need? 
Perhaps an occasional high-pressure sales­ 
m an has wheedled you into buying something you don’t w ant, 
but advertising simply cannot use high-pressure m ethods. 
All 
it can possibly do is to lay before you inform ation about a prod­ 
uct. 
You can take it or leave it. There will be no com eback. 
Advertising is the perfect low-pressure salesman. 
Advertising is sometimes condemned because a dishonest 
vendor occasionally misuses it. 
It would be just as logical to con­ 
dem n all grocery stores because th e grocer on the side street 
once sold you a bad egg. By its very nature, advertising is al­ 
ways open to inspection. 
One of the best reasons why it is 
usually kept clean is th a t it m ust be approved by the public in 
order to be profitable. If you should run across some advertise­ 
m ent which docs not seem to be in good taste, it is up to you to 
discourage th a t sort of thing by refusing to buy th a t p articular 
advertised 
product. Ju st w atch 
how quickly th e advertiser 
changes his tactics the m om ent he learns th a t the public does 
not like his advertising. 
A nother charge which has been leveled a t advertising it th a t 
it is w asteful because it is competitive. Of course it is com peti­ 
tive; nearly all business is. 
We have learned th at com petition in 
business is responsible for m ost improvem ents in products and 
service. 
Practically all selling is competitive, advertising is the 
cheapest form of com petition in selling. It costs m uch less for 
an autom obile m anufacturer to tell you about his car through / 
advertising than to have a salesm an call at your home. 
As a m atter of fact, advertising is not an extra expense a t all. 
It is p art of a complete selling plan and the company w hich docs 
not advertise m ust substitute some other form of selling, usually 
m ore costly. 
Properly used, advertising reduces the cost of dis­ 
tributing goods and makes possible a lower selling price. 
A fter all is said, the m ost im portant aspect of advertising Is 
its contribution to social progress. 
Even the most vocal critics 
of advertising owe much of their well-being to its efficient service 
in business and to its influence in raising standards of living. 


This is one of a series of articles to promote a better understanding of ad­ 
vertising, renew the confidence of business men in its use, and increase iii 
effectiveness as a marketing force.
